A church is 
not a social 
club, he de- 
clares, and 
urges all Chris- 
tians to prevent 
them from s0 
being, or be 


has here brought to the fore a 
fact which increasingly is trou- 
bling many Christians and which 
has forced many of them to 
belligerent defense of the social 
club system. 

Many churches are very much 
like comfortable, rather exclusive 
clubs. There is no search for new 
members. The budget takes care 
of what activities are maintained, 
arid sentiment is against any in- 


crease in the. congregation be- | 


cause it might involve expansion 
of activities and change. 

Such churches, without really 
planning or meaning to do so, be- 
exclusive, pleasant, 
comfortable clubs. Visitors are 
made welcome. But there is no 
drive to attract them to member- 
ship. Nor is there any great en- 
couragement for newcomers to 
affiliate. The experience of mem- 
bership is warm and satisfying. 
God does indeed seem to be in 
his Heaven on each Sunday that 
comes. The service is dignified, 
the sermon a well turned out 
essay, not as good as one by Mr. 
R. W. Emerson, of course, but 
still neat and reassuring. 


Missionary Force 


Such churches do, indeed, feel 
that they are, in a sense, a club. 
They believe they most certainly 
have a right to determine who 
shall worship God with them. 
They have no concept of Chris- 
tianity as a missionary force. 
These Christians are a great deal 
like those members of some of 
our patriotic organizations dedi- 
cated to the revolution. 

If one of the early Christians, 

dusty and footsore from a journey 
in the arid lands where Christian- 
ity was given to the world, un- 
shaven and utterly without benefit 
of a deodorant stick or spray, 
were to appear at the church 
door today, he or she would create 
a sensation. The ushers would be 
troubled. This, of course, is not 
quite a fair comparison, since 
gtrange attire always confuses 
same persons. But it is true that 
Bruch of present-day Christianity 
has little kinship with the early, 
Grilitant, all-embracing desire of 
the fathers, after Pentecost, to 
win all persons to the faith and 
ta bring them to worship.

The evangelist, who currently 
is impressing the nation with the 
drawing power of his words in 
New York, almost certainly will 
follow up this theme of the 
churches which have become ex- 
clusive social clubs.

LONDON, June 25—The United 
States today firmly tied its pro 
posals for a reduction in the 
armed forces of the great powers 
to a reunification of Germany that 
would satisfy West Germany.

portance of German reunification

STEP BY STEP CUTS 

These provide for a reduction 
in the armed forces of the Soviet 
Union and the United States to 
2,500,000 within a year of the con- 
clusion of an agreement. If politi- 
cal conditions improve, the United 
States then would be willing to 
reduce its forces to 2,100,000 and, 
if this were carried out, to make 
a third cut to 1,700,000. 

But Stassen emphasized to the 
United Nations subcommittee on 
disarmament that German reuni- 
fication rested basically on West 
Germany's satisfaction with the 
kind of settlement achieved.

On Brooks’ Charges 


S. L. Brooks’ charge that an effort 
was made to intimidate members of the 
grand jury of which he is foreman is seri- 
ous. The solicitor is quite right in saying 
that if the charge is substantiated the per- 
gon making the attempt “should and will 
be prosecuted.” 

Mr. Brooks’ statement has certain puz- 
rling aspects. 

He, as foreman, apparently has not 
brought it to the attention of the grand 
jury. If there was an attempt to intimidate, 
all members should have known about it 
before now when they are so near ad- 
journment. 

It will now be necessary to subpoena 
Mr. Brooks as a witness under oath and 
ask him to identify the unnamed city of- 
ficial. The mayor has said he knows noth- 
ing of any such attempt. The chief of po- 
lice also said in his appearances before 
the jury no questions had been asked him 
about any intimidation attempt. 

The jury also cannot escape calling all 
persons before it who know anything 
about “pictures and documents” allegedly 
involving the son of a grand juror, ac- 
cording to Mr. Brooks’ statement of the 
approach to him by a “city official.” 

The facts now must be made public. 

Since the present grand jury is sched- 
uled to adjourn Friday, this may be a 
first matter of business for the July- 
August grand jury which will be sworn in 
on July 2. But certainly the current jury, 
which now presumably learns of the 
charge for the first time, will want to 
make every effort to get the full story.

Challenge to Governors 
Gets a Mute Response 


President Eisenhower laid it on the 
line about states rights to the nation’s 
governors Monday at Williamsburg and 
got only one round of applause for his 
pains. Let the states finance the services 
demanded by the people, the President 
said, and pressures for a bigger and bigger 
federal bureaucracy will be eased. 

In effect, the President told their ex- 
cellencies that if the states will accept 
their responsibilities for education and 
other governmental services the people 
demand, the federal government can stop 
what the governors call federal interfer- 
ence in state affairs. He proposed a fed- 
eral-state study leading to that end. 

The puzzled governors, always anxious 
for federal handouts for pork barrel proj- 
ects in their own states, were stunned by 
the President's bold words which reflect- 
ed many of their own stump speeches for 
home consumption. 7 

Ike challenged the governors to do 
something about the problems of urban 
growth. In so doing, he called attention 
to the fact that committees of mayors 
are much more likely to seek help in 
Washington than in state capitals. This is 
true because state governments ignore 
them. 

The President called attention to state 
inaction in the fields of highway safety, 
welfare needs, disasters, slum clearance 
and urban redevelopment, classrooms, 
building highways, constructing airports, 
building hospitals and maintaining health 
services. 

Such a study as Ike proposed would be 
‘Tevealing. It would show again that many 
states do not have the resources to sup- 
port minimum services in an interdepend- 
ent union. 

The ideal democracy leaves govern- 
ment as close as possible to the local 
community. But when states and local 


communities cannot or will not provide 
the needed services, the people bypass 
them and go to Washington. 


The President offered the governors 
the solution. Now it's up to them to im- 
plement it if they can. And as he said 
so well, states rights also mean re 
sponsibilities.

Transit Fare Increases 


Do Not End the Story 


The Publie Service Commission yes- 
terdav approved another round of in- 
creases in fares for the Atlanta Transit 
System and the Metropolitan Transit 
Svstem. 

Thus ends another chapter in the storv 
of the city’s traffic ills. The fare hikes 
apparentiy were necessary if the transit 
compamy is to continue its services. It 
would be a mistake, however, to think 
this ends the storv. It is a temporary 
measure which alleviates the situation 
oniv for the time being. 

The rate increases are bound to mean 
further losses in passengers which in turn 
will mean more hikes in a few months. 
Meanwhile, the transit company itself 
will not feel compelled to improve serv- 
ices in face of such a situation. Transit 
riders will become more unhappy. 

The way things have been going for 
several vears, it is only a matter of time 
until privately owned mass transporta- 
tion in Atlanta will be forced to close up 
shop unless the problem is met head-on. 
That's why the public hearing on the 
Traffic and Transportation Commission's 
proposals on parking on July 9 is of such 
vital importance. 

Mass transit is a necessity for the down- 
town area's survival. Somehow ‘room 
must be made for it in the ocean of auto- 
mobiles which clog the streets in increas- 
ing numbers every month. The solution 
will be drastic and will not please many 
people but mass transit must be pre- 
served. 


Another Costly Blunder 


Emerges From Soil Bank 


Workings of the soil bank program 
never cease to be amazing. 

Rep. Stewart L. Udall of Arizona has 
reported that one farmer in his state 
will receive a government check for $209,- 
701 for not planting his 1,500-acre allot- 
ment. Ten other Arizona cotton growers 
will be handed amounts ranging from 
$56,700 to $204,000. 

As for the farmer receiving the top 
check, Rép. Udall said, he is planning to 
plant 4,500 acres in another area in vio- 
lation of the production control program 
and pay the penalty assessed for over- 
planting. It would logically follow that the 
penalty would not seriously dent his 
profits from the arrangement or he would 
not undertake it. 

This is another example of the soil 
bank failing to accomplish its purpose. 
It's a weird situation, indeed, which allows 
a payoff from tax funds on such a manipu- 
lation. 

Administration of the soil bank pro- 
gram is about as infested with mistakes 
as an untended cotton field is with boll 
weevils after a rainy spell.

But they didn't 
go far enough and are stil] an 
inch short of the standard rec- 
ommended by the government. 

In a ‘‘misses’’ size 16, for ex- 
ample, the bust size was in- 
creased from 34 to 36 inches in 
the new patterns. But the gov- 
ernment’s ‘‘commercial. stand- 
ard’’ recommends a 37-inch al- 
lowance for a size 16. 


In many sizes, federal bosom 
standards are a good three 
inches beyond the point from 
which pattern makers expanded 
one year ago.

“I 
guess it’s a combination of 
growth and better uplift 
brassieres.”’
